1 . ATMOSPHERICS: TEAM SPIRIT OPERATION GIVEN MODERATE TO 
PROMINENT COVERAGE BY TV NETWORKS AND PRESS THIS WEEK WITH 
REPORTS ON BEGINNING OF JOINT US-ROK EXERCISE IN KOREA. 

MAJOR TV STATIONS CARRYING REPORTS FROM SEOUL CORRESPONDENTS 
AND SPECIAL TEAMS STATING THAT THE EXERCISE-LARGEST ON RE- 
CORD IN ROK-IS AIMED AT SHOWING US DETERMINATION TO DEFEND 
SOUTH KOREA IN CASE OF EMERGENCY. ASAHI NOTES THAT SPECIAL 
FEATURE OF EXERCISE IS THAT GROUND COMBAT TRAINING WILL BE 
HELD NORTH OF SEOUL TO SHOW NORTH KOREA THAT US FORCES ABLE 
TO COME TO DEFENSE OF ROK FOLLOWING WITHDRAWAL FROM KOREA. 
OBJECTIVE OF EXERCISE VIEWED AS SPECIAL EFFORT TO CALM 
UNEASINESS OF SOUTH KOREAN PEOPLE BY DEMONSTRATING US 
MOBILITY IN CASE OF EMERGEMCY. TV VISUALS ON PRIME 
TIME EFFECTIVELY SHOW US AND ROK FORCES COOPERATING 
IN LAND. SEA AND AIR OPERATIONS. MEDIA COMMENT ON 
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STRONG INTERST IN TEAM SPIRIT EXERCISE IN JAPAN SINCE 
US FORCES STATIONED IN JAPAN ARE PARTICIPATING IN 
EXERCISE (OKINAWA BASES SINGLED OUT FOR SPECIAL TV 
COVERAGE AND PRESS COMMENT).

MET WITH ASST. SECDEF (PUBLIC AFFAIRS) TOM 

LAMBERT AT END OF WEEK FOR REVIEW OF LOCAL MEDIA 
COVERAGE; ALSO TO DISCUSS POSSIBLE TALKING POINTS 
WITH JAPANESE ON RETURN FROM SEOUL WITH DEPSECDEF 
DUNCAN. LAMBERT INFORMED OF WIDE INTEREST AMONG 
JAPANESE SECURITY WRITERS AND COMMENTATORS IN SECDEF 
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BROWN'S FEB. 20 L.A. SPEECH WHICH HAS PROVIDED TIMELY 
AND USEFUL PERSPECTIVE ON USG SECURITY POLICIES IN 
EAST ASIA. AGAINST BACKGROUND THIS INTEREST POST
